Orsini, assistant at the papal throne 
The Pope srepied him with saying he 
would be glad if the prince would re 
tain his office, which he had resignc 
before the death of Leo XIII, and ex 
pressed tho hope that he would no 
again re-sign it

Office, but was tendered on account of 
his dissatisfaction •with the conduct of 
certain matters under the late Pope. 


Panama, Aug. 18—The news 
from fortell the difficulties when we begin 


Bogota is that Colombian senate has 
•oted unanimously to reject the pend- 
ng treaty with the United States under 
which the North American Republic 
proposed to build the Panama Canal. 
me action of the senate ^as taken 
ast Wednesday, but owing to the un- 
settled state of affairs the report of it 
was low in coming. 


The news from Bogota has caused in- 


;ense excitement here that borders at 
.imes on panic, since the people of 
'anama wild be the greatest sufferers, 
,nd will lose h'savily in consequence 
of the r=&nate's action. 


The rejection, in the first place is 


nearly a fatal blow to the property 
owners in Panama, since they have 
been investing heavily with the end 
n view of realizing handsomely in the 
event that the treaty was ratified. 
Nearly everyone here, until today, was 
confident that the two republics would 
come o terms, but the news that the 


olombm Senators were unanimous in 


their retusal: to ratify the treaty has 
blighted the hopes of business men 
and investors alike. The one conso- 
lation of the isthmians is that other 
parts of the republic will have to bear 
a part of the burden that the rejection 
of the treaty places on Colombia, es-j 
figure, with a tendency to go still high- 
er. 


Not a few of the isthmians are again 


talking of secession from the republic, 
the establishment of a new state and 
an altogether new deal with the Anglo- 
Saxon government of the North. That 
he authorities fear the secession move- 
ment is evidenced by the fact that Gen- 
eral Lucia Valazoo, an old soldier and 
a distinguished army officer, has just- 
been appointed military commander of 
the Department of Panama. It is gen- 
erally understood 
that the rumor of 


secession w,as the 
motive of his ap- 


pointment.

A Story of the General's Ambition 


Recalled by His Retirement.

GIANT CLOCK MAKING. 


Novel Timepiece Being Unlit For 


the St. Louis "World's Fair. 


A dispatch to the Chicago' Tribune 


from 
Milwaukee, Wis.. says: "The 


greatest clock in the world, the dial of 
which will be 1^0 feet in diameter, is 
being built "at Milwaukee for use at 
the Louisiana Purchase exposition next 
year. 


"Only the hands and machinery are 


bein£ made here (Milwaukee), for the 
dial is to be a brilliant bed of flowers. 
The clock will be placed on the side of 
tbe bill north of the agricultural build- 
ing. 
Tbe minute hand will be sixty 


feet long, aud the rins at the end, 
which will be fastened to the ma- 
chinery, will be eight feet in diameter. 
The minute hand will inov'e fhe feet 
every minute. The numerals marking 
the various hours will be fifteen feet 
in length and made of bright colored 
colons. 


"In a broad circle surrounding the 


dial will be twelve flower beds, one 
opposite each hour and each two feet 
wide and fifteen feet long. At night 
the timepiece will be illuminated with 
2,000 incandescent lights." 


Australia Sends Up a Column of Gas 


From Three Centers. 


The latest Australian newspapers 


contain particulars of some experi- 
ments which are said 'to have been 
more or less successful of a novel' 
method of producing a downfall Of 
rain. Tbe inventor makes this state- 
ment: 


"I claim to produce rain by sending 


up continuously from three centers a 
column of gas made of certain chem- 
icals. The gas, if sent up for a maxi- 
mum of thirty-two hours, will produce 
rain over a range of ninety miles at 
any altitude, with any sky and with 
tlie wind from any quarter. I do not 
need to wait until the wind is from the 
usually rainy quarter. In one experi- 
ment I made the barometric conditions 
were quite unfavorable, yet I pro- 
duced rain. Tbe gas, you see, causes a 
vacuum. This vacuuin is tbe center 
of a beat storm and is filled by dense 
clouds that contain rain. These clouds 
come down with tbe gravity -of the 
earth, when the rain descends. 


"The rain is different from ordinary 


rain found in districts in which exper- 
iments have been made. It is a trop- 
ical rain, coming from the rery lofty 
regions, being slisrht at first and then 
later descending in heavy showers and 
bucketfuls. My opferations have been 
conducted in an inclosure 12 feet by 8 
feet Though I cannot, of course, give 
away my secret, I may tell you that 
the chemicals have^to be changed in 
accordance with the conditions."

is a sin and should be punishable by 
social law. 
It is the cause of inoro 


unhappmess and more divorces than 
any other thing in modern civilization. 


"Love in a cottage is quite romantic, 


but human nature is alike the world 
over and will not be denied. Some wo- 
men will always be envious of their 
more fortunate sisters. A' man should 
be pretty well fixed financially before 
he is married it be would live happily 
in New York."
